Sixteen Hours In Itlld-Alr—Strange 
Frenka of Insanity—A Crazy Youth 
CP a Big Tree—Fruitless Efforts at 
Rescue— Hungry and Frost-RI it en—A 
Dreadful Experience.

The usually quiet neighborhood of Decker’s 
Run, a settlement four or Ore mile* back from 
Cochranton, last week proved the scene of an 
exciting occurrence which created u deep sen 
sation throughout the district. 
About nine 
o’clock on Saturday morning a young boy of 
sixteen years uamed Unllebaugb, who bad for 
some time previously exhibited symptoms of 
Insanity, suddenly conceived the idea (bat his 
friends intended to kill bim, and rushed from 
the house towards a brush at a little distance.

tree for (hut purpose. 
Hut tho frightened boy 
frustrated this scheme by climbing still high­ 
er aud crawling out almost to the end of a 
frail looking limb that swayed aud bent under 
its unaccustomed burdeu. 
From this danger­ 
ous elevation he defied all further attem pts at 
effecting a rescue, threatening to throw him­ 
self headlong upon the earth if not let alone.

like hours in duration, while the reckless 
movements of the cau«e of all this anxiety 
continually intensified tho fear of a terrible 
fail. a mangled corp-o and a stricken house­ 
hold. 
A human life hung by a slender twig, 
liable to snap without the slightest warning, 
and hurry its freight into eternity; nor would 
Charley Catliu have cared to risk an insurance 
even at 90 per cent, premium. 
It became painfully evident that the boy 
would perish from cold if not extricated, and 
as the last alternative it was decided to fell 
the ire.1. 
Stout ro|>cs were fastened high up 
to let it come down slowly, willing hands took 
Arm hold and the saw was briskly plied.-— 
Tbc monarch of tho forest succumbed at length, 
amid the wildest demonstration of insane de­ 
light from its dazed occupant. 
The next min­ 
ute was pregnant with supreme interest as the 
tree gradually inclined from the perpendicular 
and its top started toward the solid earth. 
Iu 
spite of tim exertions of the men holding the 
ropes, it struck against a huge maple, but cie 
the collision took place the boy gave one fran­ 
tic yell, sprang upon a limb of the maple, ran 
up the trunk with the speed and agility of a 
squirrel, and in a few brief seconds had climb­ 
ed higher than before. 
Here w'33 an unlooked-for circum stance; 
night was near at hand, and hope nearly died 
out in each bosom. 
The moon rose clear, 
bright aud lieautifut, Hie air was cold and 
crisp, and the night bitterly sharp. 
Midnight 
came on space, aud still tho distracted youth 
remained among the high branches of (he 
I leafless tree. 
Vainly tho crowd implored him 
: to come down and receive food and shelter; 
i he continued deaf to Hie entreaty, laughing 
| with all the glee of a maniac at their earnest 
| appeals. 
A happy thought eventually loomed 
up, which bo lim e was lost iii putting into 
practice.

Some of 
the men quietly steppe I from their conceal­ 
ment, secured and carried him home. 
The 
poor fellow's hands and face aud feet were 
badly frozen as the result of his fearful ex­ 
posure for over fifteen hours, during the rigors 
of the coldest day and night of the season. 
Tho Joy of the friends at the denoeumeut may 
be imagined. 
Evsry attention was paid tho 
poor sufferer that affection could devise, and 
he is progressing favorably, though his intel­ 
lect is yet as clouded as before he underwent 
tile dreadful experience of that eventful 8at- 
urd iv, which none who participated lu this 
cxciteing scene will b:* likely for many years 
to forget.

TEItRIFFIC ADVENTURE. 
Sixteen Honra In M ld-Alr-Straage 
FreaUe of Insanity—A Crazy Youtli 
lp a Big Troo—fruitless Efforts at 
Rescue—Hungry and Frost>Blttsn—A 
Dreadful Experience. 
[Correspondence Oil City Derrick.] 
The usually quiet neighborhood of Decker's 
Run, a settlement four or Are miles back from 
Cochrantou, last week proved the scene of an 
exciting occurrence which created a deep sen- 
salion throughout the district. About nine 
o’clock on Saturday morning a young boy of 
sixteen years named Uallebaugb, who had for 
some time previously exhibited symptoms of 
Insanity, suddenly conceived the idea that his 
friends intended to kill him, and rushed from 
the house towards a brush at a little distance. 
His grandfather and uncle vainly pursued the 
poor fellow; lie reached the woods, and with 
thQ energy of frenzied despair began climbing 
a large poplar tree. 
In a few momments lie reached the top­ 
most branches, where he looked down from 
the dizzy height of seventy feet upon bis baf­ 
fled pursuers. The weather was bitterly cold, 
the fugitive had neither coat nor mittens, his 
clothing was rather scanty at bast, and how 
to extricate him from his perilous, situation 
quickly became a perplexing question. At 
length his relatives determined to make an ef­ 
fort to bring the demented youth safely to the 
ground, and a couple of men ascended the 
tree for that purpose. But tho frightened boy 
frustrated this scheme by climbing stil! high­ 
er and crawling out almost to the end of a 
frail-looking limb that swayed aud bent under 
its unaccustomed burden. From this danger­ 
ous elevation he defied all further attempts at 
effecting a rescue, threatening to throw him­ 
self headlong upon the earth if not let alone. 
By this time many of the neighbors had 
gathered; however, none could suggest any 
plan of relief that might hope for a successful 
issue. Hours passed away without changing 
the scene or terminating the agonizing sus­ 
pense of the assembled scores. His coat was 
taken up the tree and left as near the unfortun­ 
ate boy as possible. 
He finally descended 
far enough to clutch the garment, put it on, 
and again resumed his position od the fragile 
branch. To the horrified spectators it seemed 
as if the limb must break every instant, iu 
which case they shuddered to think of the 
fatal cousequences. The moments appeared 
like hours in duration, while the reckless 
movements cf the cause of all this anxiety, 
continually intensified the fear of a terrible 
fall, a mangled corpse and a stricken house­ 
hold. A human life hung by a slender twig, 
liable to snap without the slightest warning, 
and hurry its freight into eternity; nor would 
Charley Catliu have cared to risk an insurance 
even at 90 per cent, premium. 
It became painfully evident that the boy 
would perish from cold if not extricated, and 
as the last alternative it was decided to fell 
the tree. Stout ropes were fastened high up 
to let it come down slowly, willing hands took 
firm hold and the saw was briskly plied.— 
The monarch of the forest succumbed at length, 
amid the wildest demonstration of insaue de­ 
light from its dazed occupant. The next min­ 
ute was pregnant with supreme interest as the 
tree gradually inclined from the perpendicular 
and its top started toward the solid earth. Iu 
spite of the exertions of the men holding the 
ropes, it struck against a huge maple, but eie 
the collision took place the boy gave one frac- 
tic yell, sprang upon a liuib of the maple, ran 
up Hie trank with the speed and agility of a 
squirrel, and in a few brief seconds had climb­ 
ed higher than before. 
Here was an unlooked-for circumstance; 
night was near at hand, and hope nearly died 
out in each bosom. The moon rose clear, 
bright and beautiful, the air was cold and 
crisp, and the night bitterly sharp. Midnight 
came on space, and still tho distracted youth 
remained among the high branches of the 
leafless tree. Vainly the crowd implored him 
to come down and receive food and shelter; 
he continued deaf to the entreaty, laughing 
with all the glee of a maniac at their earnest 
appeals. A happy thought eventually loomed 
up, which no time was lost iu putting into 
practice. Tiie throng dispersed, with the ex­ 
ception of a small number of men who secre­ 
ted themselves behind trees and log3 to be in 
readiness of whatever emergency might de­ 
mand their assistance. Then a young play­ 
mate of the crazy boy, to whom he had al­ 
ways been much attached, stood at the foot 
of the tree, presented dishes of food, and beg­ 
ging him to come down and get something to 
eat.This measure finally succeeded, the boy 
yielded to the temptaliou, and in a little while 
once more stood upon the ground. Some of 
the men quietly stepped from their conceal­ 
ment, secured and carried him home. The 
poor fellow’s hands and face aud feet were 
badly frozen as the result of hi3 fearful ex­ 
posure for over fifteen hours, during the rigors 
of the coldest day and night of the season. 
The joy of the friends at the denoeument may 
be imagined. Every attention was paid Hie 
poor suflerer that affection could devise, and 
he is progressing favorably, though his intel­ 
lect.is yet as clouded as before he underwent 
the dreadful experience of that eventful Sat­ 
urday, which none who participated iu this 
oxciteing scene will be likely for many years 
to forget.

The laborer who piles up no 
embankment, digs the tunnel, lays a tie, fas­ 
tens a rail, has made property whore there 
was none before, and the hours and days of 
toil he has expended has added value to the 
earth, and that value, to the extent of his ser­ 
vices, i3 a lien upon the road. 
We do uot understand that the law recog­ 
nizes tho claim of laborers contributory to the 
running of a railroad as a lien for more than 
one month’s pay, it being presumed, besides 
the fact that the labor is Dot productive of 
added value to the road in a permanent way, 
that the laborer is able to watch his own 
interests where bis labor is earning motley 
that goes into pockets readily amenatde to 
legal proceedings. 
It ii easy to believe that 
oilier classes of creditor* incline to think a 
distinction hasbeen made against them; but 
we are inclined to think it was uot the provis­ 
ion? of the law but the inclination of the pres­ 
ent holders of tho property that gives these 
cmplojees the desired security for their claims.

to frame unotber wi Ii fewer faults is easy. 
With the sole exception of its concessions to 
slavery (it having been framed to that chief 
cud), Hie rebel constitution was better than 
the one u|>on which it was modeled, for the 
reason that there was no tedious form to be 
met in making tho desired alteration*.

“Stumpy” is dead. 
After a brief illness she 
ceased her life of usefulness on the 4th iust. 
None of her many friends could say that she 
was cut of! in her prime and thereupon fall to 
wondering ¡U the mysterious ways of Provi­ 
dence; for she tilled more than the allotted 
measure of her years. 
If auy should marvel 
at her short and uomejy name we beg to re­ 
mind them that greatness and goodness do 
not lie in a euphonious appellation, neither are 
worthlessness aud vice necessarily associated 
with an unattractive title. 
Indeed, a com­ 
mon and everyday sort of name was b st suit­ 
ed to the subject of this memorial sketch; 
“Stumpy* herself being without the lure3 and 
wiles incident to beauty. 
She possessed her 
modicum of courage, however, and self-es­ 
teem ; never blushing with conscious shame at 
finding herself in the presence of renowned 
and able men and women. 
With many of 
this high class she had and preserved a long 
and close intimacy. 
Although not exactly a 
journalist herself she associated with authors, 
poets and editors. 
She often listened with 
speechless interest to Bayard Taylor’s racy 
narratives of adventure among many peoples 
and in different countries, 
ühe had also 41ic 
Inestimable advantage of a personal friendship 
with the late Horace Greeley. 
That encyclo­ 
pedic politician and 
profound 
philosopher 
had no more sincere, though he had many 
more clamorous admirers. 
H e liked her be­ 
cause she never asKed him to lend her monoy, 
even to buy the little luxurious indispensables 
of her sex. 
Oí one thing the great editor 
never could convince “Stumpy”—i.e . of the 
propriety of .abstinence from animal food, as 
to tbe end of her life she preferred it to all 
other. 
To the disgust of her Grabainitc 
friends she would not only eat animal food, 
but on more than one occasion has been 
caught in the very act of eatiug it raw. 
Sae 
wa3 an almost perfect example of a life devo­ 
ted to bat one purpose—that purpose being 
the care of what Sidney Smith called the 
greatest number— “No. 1.” 
She Is dead—her 
short tail will never be continued, 
aud her 
mews will meet no more with the tuneful nine 
at moonlit midnight’s witching hour. 
We re­ 
spectfully tender to the Tribune, whose par­ 
ticular loss she is, our sympathies. 
Should 
her mortal remains by any accident find their 
way to the miw-solcmn or so many of her 
kiud, we trust that 110 over-fastidious custo­ 
mer will say with Ilainlet, “Meat it is—I get 
it down.” 


S tr iU iu c K a ilr o a d K n ijd o y ccs. 
The old employees of the N. Y., K. & S. 
Railroad have been in a mild way im itating 
those of the Midland, Erie, Lehigh Valley 
and other railroads. 
Their slight demonstra­ 
tion was followed by ¡inmediato efioris on the 
part of the officials to secure to , them their 
pay, and the employees are soon to be put in 
possession of interest-bearing certificates for 
the amounts of their respective claims. 
We arc glad poor laboring men arc thus se­ 
cured against loss; but we cannot, now that 
nothing ihat can be said about it can prevent 
their obtaining their money, 
forbear calling, 
attention to the singular lack of consistency 
and equity in their demands at this time. Tbo 
men in present] temporary possession of the 
road have profited not a penny by their labor, 
which did not enter into' the value of the road 
but only kept it running. 
By their labor the 
current receipts were earned, and those went 
into tbe pockets of others. 
These employees 
made no violeut demands upon that set.__ 
Month after month they saw them pocketing 
the money they earned, but they made no dem­ 
onstration, and some of them who now claim 


Urge amounts of back-pay ersn took pnlns 
■then to deny tbe published claimant tuat 
their pay had been withheld. 
There would 
have bsen vastly uiore equity in these labor­ 
ers seizing the property of those who had em­ 
ployed and neglected to pay them, than dem­ 
onstrating against property of which their la­ 
bor formed uo substantial iugredient, having 
added nothing to its value. 
Either, however, 
is in it3 essence communism. 
The law recog­ 
nizes the right of a laborer to a share in tho 
property to whoso producing his work has 
contributed. 
The laborer who piles up an 
embankment, digs the tunnel, lays a tie, fas­ 
tens a rail, has made property whore there 
was none before, and tbe hours and days of 
toil he has expended has added value to the 
eaith, and that value, to the extent of bis ser­ 
vices, is a lien upon the road. 
We do not understand that the law recog­ 
nizes the claim of laborers contributory to the 
running of a railroad as a lien for more than 
one month’s pay, it being presumed, besides 
the fact that the labor is not productive of 
added value to tho road in a permanent way, 
that the laborer is able to watch his own 
interests where bis labor is earning money 
that goes into pockets readily amenable to 
legal proceedings. 
It is easy to believe that 
other classes of creditors incline to think a 
distinction has been made against them; but 
we are inclined to think it was not the provis­ 
ions of the law but the inclination of the pres­ 
ent holders of tho properly that gives these 
employees the desired security for their claims. 
While the men for whom these poor men 
worked told them to whistle for their money, 
the men for whom they have not worked a day 
put themselves to inconvenience and take 
some risk to give them negotiable certificates 
of indebtedness.

Of all the sciences, 
that of government 
ought to be at once the most conservative 
and the most progressive. 
Human needs and 
relatiens, for which, iu governments, practi­ 
cal politics is supposed to make provision, 
are constantly developing something new. 
Axioms are scattered thickly through every 
branch of mathematics, 
yet the man who 
would pretend that indisputable dogmas are 
equally plentiful in morals or in ethics, would 
merely advertise how little he had reflected 
upon the subject. There has been hardly an age 
which has not settled pretty nearly all debat 
able quesiions, only to have them reopened by 
tho generation succeeding. 
Once the “ Cos­ 
mos” of llumboldt was regarded as an invul­ 
nerable treatise 011 physics; now very impor­ 
tant parts of it are rejected. 
When tbo Con­ 
stitution of the United States was adopted its 
framers were obliged to take much of it as 
pure hypothesis. 
Wisdom was simply making 
its best guess—beyond that point the actual 
working of the instrument lay in the unliftcd 
shadows of future years. 
That document has 
been verified by experience in a wonderful 
way; 
yet 
wc 
have 
been 
gradually, 
and r.ot 
altogether 
willingly, 
learning 
that tbo 
Constitution, 
like 
every 
oth­ 
er work Jof man, 
is imperfect. 
Further, 
it seemed (0 bo left for the organizers of the 
pseudo Confederate States to make in their 
constitution some changes from the old one, 
which mo3t political thinkers will concede to 
have been improvements. 
O.ie of them was 
making the President ineligible after a term 
of seven years. 
That this principle ought by 
an amendment to be grafted upon our system 
n ) one acquainted with the causes of modern 
corruption ¡11 politics will question. 
As it is, 
most of his excellency’s time and strength arc 
employed in 
intriguing for a re-election 
Another peculiarity of the organic law of tho 
late Confederacy was that it imposed more di­ 
rect responsibility upon the President in re 
spect to Congressional 
appropriations 
of 
money. 
lie was placed by it in a position 
not dissimilar to that of the Chancellor of the 
British Exchequer, who is answerable for each 
and every recommendation contained in his 
budget. Oar erring brethren also caused their 
constitution ¡0 differ from tho old one iu still 
another noticeable particular. 
They gave to 
the head of each of the executive departments 
a seat upon the lloor of either house, with 
tho 
privilege of 
discussing any measure 
pertaining to his department. 
This is also 
aa 
initiation 
of 
a 
distinguishing 
phase of the British constitution; and, while 
the Confederacy lived, worked satisfactorily. 
Tho purpose of it was of course to facilitate 
intercourse and promote quick vital sympathy 
between the various parts of the one machine 
of government. 
In udditiou, our rebellious 
statesmen adopted another good notion in 
such a system as ours: they took away from 
their President all power of removing officers 
previously appointed, unless he accompanied 
the act of dismissal with an explanation or the 
reason for it, to he sent in to the Senate. 
To 
this there was but one exception—that of Cab­ 
inet officers and those connected with the 
diplomatic service. 
They struck out the 
“ general welfare” clause, that huge arid bot­ 
tomless bog in which such a multitude oí con­ 
stitutional limitations have beeo swallowed 
up. 
They required the Post Office Department 
to be self-sustaining—thus doing away w ith 
the anomaly in a republican government of 
making Jones pay for the carriage of Smith's 
letters. 
Oilier good ideas, all the growth 
froui the old constitution but not embodied in 
it, were incorporated in the organic law of the 
seceded slates. 
Now, the moral of all this 
ought not to be hard to find or difficult to ex­ 
press. 
To amend an old instrument upon 
which the form of a nation’s life depends is a 
slow thing to do. 
But that being abrogated, 
to frame another with fewer faults is easy. 
With the sole exception of its concessions to 
slavery (it having been framed to that chief 
eud), the rebel constitution was better than 
the one upon which it was modeled, for the 
reason that there was no tedious form to be 
met iu making tbe desired alterations. 
Poli­ 
tics being a progressive science, we hope one 
day to see embodied in our Constitution some 
of the improvements which a conservative 
schism made upon it.

seems no reason why such boats, la lime, will 
not Le used on the Delaware A Hudson Canal 
fertile transportation of coal lo this city. 
Andia that good time which is surely coming 
when the long-suffering horse and mulo arc 
no longer admonished with kicks, blows aud 
curses by the impenitent canal toy but their 
places being supplied by steamers with in­ 
creased arrangements for living and speed, it 
is hoped the morals of canal boatmen will 
wry materially improve.

T b o B a x te r S te a m C a n a l B o a ts. 
As was mentioned In Friday's Issu ed fh é 
Freeman the firm of J. & J. McCausland of 
this city are to build a number of boats for 
navigation on the Erie and other stalccanals, 
and said boats are t.o bo provided with boll­ 
era and machinery of the Baxter pattern. Per­ 
haps some account of the exploits of the 
“ William Baxter’’ on the Erie canal while 
competing for the $100,000 oflered by the 
State of New York for the be9t means of pro- 
pulsion, other thau animal, for boats navigat­ 
ing canals will b9 interesting to many of our 
readers who are interested in canal naviga­ 
tion. 
Mr. Baxter did not receive the entire 
amount of money offered by the state, but he 
received $35,000 of it, and as his boat has met 
with such success as to warrant the establish­ 
ment of a line of vessels exactly similar, for 
the carrying of cargoes on state canals, there 
seems no reason why such boats, In time, will 
not be used on the Delaware & Hudson Canal 
for the transportation of coal to this city. 
And in that good time which is surely coming 
when the loag-3uffer¡ng horse and mule are 
no longer admonished with kicks, blows aud 
curses by the Impenitent canal toy but their 
places being supplied by steamers with in­ 
creased arrangements for living aud speed, it 
is hoped the morals of canal boatmen will 
very materially improve. 
After various tests as to the righlfulncss of 
Mr. Baxter’s claim to the State award, the 
Commissioners appointed by the state deter­ 
mined to have a further trial on the 15th of 
October, 1873, open to all competitors, and 
the run from Syracuse to Utica, a distance of 
tifty-3ix miles, was to be the battle ground. 
There were four other steamers beside tbe 
William Baxter entered for the prize, and the 
Commissioners passed over the routo in a 
steam yacht, placing their own representa­ 
tives on each boat, to weigh coal and keep 
the log. 
The William Baxter carried the re­ 
quired tonage (200 tons;, made more than 
the required speed (three miles per hour), aud 
in economy of coal achieved results never be­ 
fore attained on any waters, while not one of 
her competitors reached the required speed, 
and the coal burned by them ranged from 
more than three times to nearly nine times 
the amount consumen by the Baxter. 
At $5 
per gross ton, 14 82-100 lbs. of coal costa lit­ 
tle less than three and one-third cents; and 
this is the official record of the cost of power 
to propel the Baxter one mile, as against thir­ 
ty-live cents per mile, the cost of animal pow­ 
er when towing “in the line.” which is the 
method adopted by most borse boats, as be- 
iug, all things considered, more economical 
than carrying their own horses. 
Mr. Baxter claims, aud the State Com­ 
missioners cannot gainsay it, that he has test­ 
ed and tried his boat at his own expense; that 
he has transported the required cargo of two 
hundred tons, and more; that lie has averaged 
the required speed of three miles per hour.awri 
more, without injury to the canal or its struc­ 
ture; that his boat can be readily and easily 
stopped or backed by its own machinery, and 
that simplicity and durability are elements of 
its worth and usefulness, insomuch as he has 
not adopted any grotesque or extravagant de­ 
vice, and his machinery can be readily adapt­ 
ed to the present canal boats. 
It can hardly be made the subject of doubt 
or civil that the Baxter's machinery is readily 
adapted to ihc old boats, but in order to cover 
all points Mr. Baxter publicly offers to alter 
any boat now in use on the Eric Canal and 
make the same ready to receive machinery 
similar to that in his boats, Wiliam Baxter 
and City of New York, for a sum not to ex­ 
ceed three hundred dollars, and to prove that 
that sum is sufficient .Mr. Baxter iias procured 
the affidavits of two expert boat builders, one 
of whom is Mr. Jefferson McCausland of this 
city, setting forth that the amount would 
cover the cost. 
It is claimed that stearn motive power as 
exemplified by the Baxter boats will develop 
the capacity of the Erie Canal at least 300 per 
cent., and why not others? beside it is the next 
thing 
necessary 
for 
the 
improvement 
of 
towns and 
villages along the 
lines 
of canals, 
because 
railroads cannot com­ 
pete with it by reason of the greater cost of 
the latter, both in construction and m anage­ 
ment. 
A Baxter cana! boat will carry as 
much freight as a long train of cars at infi­ 
nitely less cost, and the difference in lime be­ 
tween New York and Buffalo as between a 
steam canal boat and a freight train is not so 
much as one would suppose. 
This city is deeply interested in the solving 
of tlie problem of successful navigation of 
canals by steamers, and though perfection is 
n >L by any means claimed for the Baxter sty le 
of boats, it is claimed for that model that it is 
far superior to any means of canal navigation 
yet devised. 
And as there are shipyards in 
tliis city where the boats can be constructed 
by experts, and machine works where engines 
and boilers for them can be constructed by 
skillful mechanics, and a canal where they 
can be used by as accomplished canal sailors 
as ever snubbed a boat, knocked down a horse 
or reefed a stovepipe, we cry success to the 
Baxter steamer, or any other that will perform 
all that is required of it!

The Sunnysido will be cfficjred this year as 
follows:
